A four y ear contract with A. 
T. 
Mahin, superintendent of the water 
and lig ht olant, was ordered 
drawn 
by the city attorney , and it will be 
presented tonig ht for action. 
The record was made to show tlm 
salaries of some of the eily officials 
who were g iven an increase. These 
were police chief for $150 a month, 
patrolmen $100 a month and street 
commissioner $100 a month.

“ There is something about 
Wes­ 
tern A frica which 
touches 
us 
as 
nothing else does,’ 
was the opening 
statement of the Rev. A. 1. Good, a 
missionary from West Africa, 
who 
spoke Monday evening at the open­ 
ing service of the Week of Pray er 
to be observed by the churches 
ol 
the city this week. The service was 
held at 
the 
First 
Presby terian 
church. 
The Rev. Mr. Goode comes 
from 
the Kamerous 
section 
of Africa, 
which is claimed to be one 
of the 
most interesting mission 
fields 
ol 
the world. His description 
of tin 
work being done there was very vi­ 
vid and was heard by a larg e crowd 
of people who attended. 
“ We have heard of other 
coun­ 
tries but there is something 
about 
Africa that seems different,” stated 
the missionary . “ We 
know 
th at 
there is civilization in other lands, 
but Africa alway s has. 
stood 
for 
that which is savag e, that which 
is 
unknown. Our eoneepton 
of Africa 
is most hazy and we think of 
it as 
the dark continent.” 
“ Darkness 
is 
there 
y e t,” 
he 
continued. 
“ Primitive 
conditions, 
especially in tin* interor ot Africa, 
still ex ist, not only ex ternally 
but 
also in the minds and hearts ot tin* 
people. ” 
In the distrist where Mr. 
Goode 
is located is a German colony 
now 
under French mandate. “ Here, 
he 
said, “ y ou see eivilzation 
meeting 
primitive life. It is a strang e thing 
to see a motor vehicle of any kind 
there. People either walk or ride bi­ 
cy cles. it is nothing unusual to be 
walking down the 
one main 
road 
there and see an antelope or an ele­ 
phant cross the road. The country 
here is verv hilly and aside from 
tin* main roa-d, the remainder of the 
roads are only mere paths or trails. 
The advantag e of using the bicy cle 
is it will c a rry y ou or y ou may car­ 
ry it, as may be the case. 
“ The bridg es across the stream s 
there are made of log s, and some­ 
times they may be under water 
a 
few feet. Vines are tied across 
the 
streams near the bridg e for a hand 
hold. The native town 
is a simple 
affair, consisting of from thirty 
to 
three or four hundred peoole 
and 
three or four hark huts to fifty 
or 
six ty . They have only 
one 
main 
street with a row of these huts 
on 
each side with one 
larg e 
building 
for a meeting house. They need 
no 
traffic cops there, for people walk. 
The huts are 
made 
of bark 
and 
thatch with log s 
the fram e work. 
They are about ten feet wide 
by 
fifteen feet lon^, with on^* door, and 
no windows. The furniture consists 
of a bed made of log s, in each cor­ 
ner of the house stove 
consisting 
of three stones, three or four iron 
pots and cpears and baskets. 
They 
alway s have a fire to 
keep 
warm, 
althoug h only a short distance from 
the eouator. The smoke 
rises 
and 
the normal atmosnhere is blue 
with

missionary from West Africa, 
who 


spoke Monday evening at the open- 
ing "service of the Week- of Prayer 
to be observed by the churches 
oi 


the city-this week. The, service was 
held at 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 


church. 


The Rev. Air. Goode .comes 
from 


the Kamerons 
section 
of Africa, 


which is claimed to be one of the 
most interesting mission fields of 
the world. His description 
of the 


work being done there was very vi- 
vid and was heard by a large crowd 
of people who attended. 


"We have heard of other 
coun- 


tries but there is something about 
Africa that seems different," stated 
the missionary. "We 
know 
that 


there is civilization in other lands, 
but Africa always has 
stood 
for 


that which is savage, that which is 
unknown. Our concepton of Africa 
is most hazy and we think of it as 
the dark continent." 


"Darkness 
is 
there 
yet," 
he 


•ontinued. 
"Primitive .conditions, 


especially in the interor of Africa, 
still exist, not only externally but 
also in the minds and hearts of the 
people." 


In the distrist where Mr. Goode 


is located is a German colony now 
under French mandate. "Here," he 
said, "you see civilzation meeting 
primitive life. It is a strange thing 
to see a motor vehicle of any kind 
there. People either walk or ride bi- 
cycles. It is nothing unusual to be 
walking down the one main 
road 


there and see an antelope or an ele- 
phant cross the road. The country 
here is very hilly and aside from 
the main road, the remainder of. the 
roads are only mere paths or trails. 
The advantage of using the .bicycle 
is it will .carry yon or you may car- 
ry it, as may be the ease.

Last spring while I was in school 


my teacher, Mr. Iruel, 
announced 


that there was to be a corn contest 
in -which all boys in school 
might 


participate.

I then started to find my plot on 


whch to plant. my corn. My father 
suggested several places. I selected 
one in about the center of the farm 
in the northwest comer of a 
fifty 


acre field. 


1 went to Hushville and got 
my 


seed corn from the 
Booster 
Club 


which, had 
gotten it from Argus 


Wagner. 


The corn was tested by the rug 


doll method and was found to ger- 
minate. 


I planted my corn May 2, 1'.)2~i. 


It took about two weeks for it 
to 


conic above ground. When it was a- 
•bou-t two inches high there came 
a 


freeze and killed a large amount of 
it. I replanted with Wagner corn. 
After that my corn thrived well ex- 
cept what was killed by ground lice. 


I cultivated it three times with a 


one row cultivator, destroying nearly 
all the weeds. Next year I am plan- 
ning to participate in the five a«:re 
contest and also the one acre con- 
test. 


The only way to win the contest 


is to plant good seed in good soil 
that will produce good corn and to 
prepare thoroughly the seed 
bed 


before and after planting. 


One should learn about corn, 
its 


habits, its growing quality and be 
able to reroonize good corn, when he 
sees it. If one does all the.~e things 
he should be able to grow one hun- 
dred bushels of corn per acre. I, 
Glenn Winton, raised 107.12 bushels 
per acre on my plot.
